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NEWSROOM NOTES— The 
only way to escape catching 
¿old, according to the U.S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service, is to avoid 
all contact with other people. 
Even the most considerate per­ 
son is a source of infection at 
times, a pamphlet issued by the 
USPHS states. 
The pamphlet particularly 
warns against the person who 
brags about never letting a 
cold get him down. He goes 
about his business spreading 
his cold wherever he goes. 
Because it is unlikely that 
many people will go into volun­ 
tary solitude during the com­ 
mon cold “ season,” which con­ 
tinues through 
April, 
the 
USPHS offers a number of rec­ 
ommendations to those who 
would attempt to avoid catch­ 
ing cold. 


Keep a distance from peo­ 
ple with coids, especially 
those Who cough, sneeze, or 
shake out a used handker­ 
chief for another blow. Paper 
(issues are best for nose wip­ 
ing and for covering coughs 
and sneezes. They should be 
kept in a paper bag and dis­ 
posed of. 
Keep separate, glasses and 
towels used by a family mem­ 
ber or co-worker with a cold. 
Avoid fatigue, and maintain 
good general health. 
Wash hands often, espe­ 
cially before eating and after

touching a person with a cold. 
(According to many physi­ 
cians, to keep hands as germ- 
free as possible, and to help 
prevent germ-spread, it is a 
good idea to use an antibac­ 
terial skin cleanser such as 
phisohex for handwashing.) 
Should you catch cold, bed 
rest is still recommended. Diet 
is left up to the victim, with the 
admonition that he eat moder­ 
ately of appetizing foods which 
agree with him. Liquids of most 
every kind are advised, too. As­ 
pirin is good for headaches or 
general discomfort. 
“ When you blow your nose, 
blow gently,“ the pamphlet 
advises. “ Don’t force infec­ 
tion into your sinuses and the 
canals which lead to your 
ears.” When obstruction of 
sinus drainage or of the air 
passages to the ears occurs 
because of swelling, a physi­ 
cian can recommend nose 
drops. It is best to consult a 
physician about all cold rem­ 
edies, and not to overuse any 
of them. 
There is no evidence to sup­ 
port many popular beliefs held 
about how to prevent or cure a 
cold—the one about the benefits 
of escape to a warm climate, 
included. However, there is no 
reason to doubt that a week or 
two of good living in the sun­ 
shine is good “for whatever ails 
you,” including the common 
cold. 


Hijacker who parachuted with 
$200,000 ransom is sought 


WOODLAND, Wash. (UPI) 
FBI agents and police fanned 
out in the Cascade foothills 
today searching for the daring 
hijacker who parachuted into 
the wilderness with $200,000 
ransom. 
“ If he is in the area ... we’ll 
dig him out of the woodwork 
somehow,” an FBI spokesman 
promised. 
The FBI decided Thursday to 
set up search headquarters 
here for a “ D.B. Cooper,” who 
pulled off the bizarre Thanks­ 
giving 
Eve 
hijacking 
and 
parachuting and disappeared 
with the ransom . 
Hijacker Was Relaxed 
A Northwest Airlines Boeing 
727 was hijacked late Wednes­ 
day with 42 persons aboard on 
a flight from Portland, Ore., to 
Seattle, Wash. The methodical 
hijacker allowed the 36 passen­ 
gers to disembark after he 
received the ransom and four 
parachutes. 


The hijacker, described as 
middle-aged and “ very relax­ 
ed,” disappeared as the plane 
flew on from Seattle-Tacoma 
International Airport to Reno, 
Nev. 
The FBI said the search was 
being 
concentrated 
in 
the 
Cowlitz-Clark County area in 
southern Washington as a result 
of information provided by the 
crew and “ strictly conjecture 
on our part.” 
Copters Help Search 
An FBI spokesman said the 
7 5 -square mile area was select­ 
ed because the crew reported a 
slight shift 
in 
the 
plane’s 
balance while over this farm ­ 
land region. 
Searchers were aided 
by 
helicopters and light planes. 
Two stewardesses were al­ 
lowed to deplane with 
the 
passengers at Seattle-Tacoma. 
Two 
flight 
officers 
and

stewardess were locked up in a 
rear compartment while the 


pilot 
flew 
the 
aircraft 
to 
Nevada. He had told the pilot 
he wanted to fly to Mexico City. 
The 
pilot, 
Capt. 
William 
Scott, said he com m unicat­ 
ed with the hijacker near the 
Washington-Oregon border. 
The FBI said the hijacker 
tentatively was identified as 
“ D.B. Cooper.” Agents said 
they have not been able to 
amplify on the name. They said 
he paid cash for a ticket at 
Portland. 
The 
jetliner, 
Flight 
305 , 
originally took off from Wa­ 
shington, D C., and stopped at 
M inneapolis, Minn.; Great 
Falls and Missoula, Mont.; and 
Spokane, Wash, before touch­ 
ing down at Portland. 
Hijacker’s Note 
The hijacker gave a note to a 
stewardess and showed her 
“ two red cylinders with wires,” 
officials said. The alleged bomb 
was in a suitcase. 
The man told the captain at 


Seattle that 
the 
crew and 
passengers would be killed if 
his demands for $200,000 and 
four parachutes were not met. 
When Northwest acceded to 
his request, the plane took off 
on a southward course. Two Air 
Force jet planes tailed the 
com m andeered airliner to 
Reno. Officers said the hijacker 
could have bailed out unnoticed 
because of the darkness and 
because the jetliner was flying 
so low. 
Dramatic Landing 
The plane flew to Reno with 
its tail section exit steps open. 
It was a dramatic landing at 
Reno. 
Hundreds of persons 
were gathered at the airport 
terminal. Scores of police and 
FBI agents surrounded the 
field.

disembarked, but there were no 
signs of the bomb, the money, 
one of the four parachutes or 
“ D.B. Cooper.” 


Supreme Court rules 
new trial for Keegan 


Former Dixon Boy Scout Leader Jack Keegan was 
granted a new trial by the Illinois Supreme Court Wednes­ 
day. 
Keegan, 5 5 , was tried and found guilty on charges of 
taking indecent liberties with a child. 
The court ruled he was denied a “ fair trial, free of 
prejudicial error” because two of the 12 jurors had read a 
Telegraph article on the day the trial began July 14,1969. 
The article referred to state police reports of a legal 
search made of the Keegan resident, 604 Van Buren 
Ave., where color slides of nude and partially clothed chil­ 
dren were seized. 
A sentence of four to ten vears was given Keegan Aug 
29, 1970, after being found guilty of the charge. Sentence 
was handed down by Circuit Judge William B. Phillips. 
Phillips denied a motion for a new trial after the con­ 
viction on the grounds that the news article was “ mere 
routine reporting.” 
The new trial could be held as early as January, 1972. 


Trade deficit worst since World War II 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States recorded in Octo­ 
ber its largest monthly trade 
deficit with other countries 
since World War II, the Com­ 
merce Department reported to­ 
day. 
The department said there 
was an import-export deficit of 


$8 21.4 million in October. 
The department said 
the 
country imported goods worth 
$8 21.4 million more than it ex­ 
ported during the month. 
That figure compared with a 
$265 .4-million surplus recorded 
in September. 
A 
Commerce 
Department 


spokesman attributed the huge 
deficit to the East and West 
Coast dock strikes. He said 
many East Coast shippers an­ 
ticipated the walkout by ship­ 
ping heavily in September. 
On the West Coast, President 
Nixon invoked the Taft-Hartley 
law ordering dock workers 


back to their jobs during Octo­ 
ber. 
The spokesman said many 
importing firms were forced to 
unload goods in heavy volume 
before they could resume ex­ 
ports, another factor in the 
trade deficit. 
The Commerce Department 


began compiling seasonally ad­ 
justed figures in 1948 , the last 
year in which a fair com­ 
parison could be made. 


In another period affected by 
a dock strike, February 1969, 
there was a $406-million trade 
deficit.

joy their work and have a 
sense of accomplishment about 
it. 
But this attitude 
prevails 
more among older clergy than 
among the young. 
Seventy per cent of those 
graduated in 1930s are “ highly 
satisfied” in their work, while 
only 55 per cent of the gradu­ 
ates of the 1960s feel that way 
about it. 
However, another survey of 
4,984 clergymen in 21 denomi­ 
nations, made by the Society 
for the Advancement of Contin­ 
uing Education for Ministers, 
found that 88 per cent of the to­ 
tal feel they are underpaid. 
The median annual income 
for those polled was $8,037, in­ 
cluding housing and other al­ 
lowances. 
Although they have to spend 
nearly as many years of study 
preparing for their profession 
as doctors or lawyers, they 
earn less than a third as much 
on the average. 
Nevertheless, only 9 per cent 
of them said they were “ dis­ 
satisfied with being in the min­ 
istry.” 
On the other hand, recent 
studies 
indicate the exodus 
from the ministry is increasing, 
both among Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. 
The Rev. Dr. E.A . Vordery, 
of Atlanta, Ga., told a meeting 
of Southern Baptist home m is­ 
sions leaders in Ridgecrest, 
N.C., that estimates put the to­ 
tal leaving as high as 10,000 
pastors and priests each year. 
Among them are some of the 
best clergymen, he said, adding 
that common reasons for their 
departures include inadequate 
salaries, the general apathy of

Congress of the United States. 
Boudinot Delivers Speech 
On Sept. 25, 1789, the annals 
of the House disclose, Rep. 
Boudinot delivered a speech 
saying he “ could not think of 
letting the session pass over 
without offering an opportunity 
to all the citizens of the United 
States of joining, with one 
voice, in returning to Almighty 
God their sincere thanks for the 
many blessings He has poured 
down upon them.” 
He introduced a resolution 
requesting the president to set 
aside 
“ a 
day 
of 
public 
thanksgiving and prayer.” 
There 
was, 
inevitably, 
a 
certain amount of opposition. In 
the U.S. Congress, you can’t 
introduce a resolution hoping 
the sun will rise tomorrow 
without some colleague finding 
fault with it.

Speed checks by 
airplanes are 
proving effective 


SPRIN GFIELD - On a crisp 
fall afternoon, a sm all, single­ 
engine plane circles one of 
Ulinois’ many arteries of high­ 
ways. As inconspicuous as it 
looks, the aircraft, piloted by 
Illinois State Police officers, is 
performing speed checks on the 
motorists below. 
x 
Using fine-tuned stop wat­ 
ches, the troopers hover ap­ 
proximately 1,000 feet above 
the highway, timing motorists 
between a clearly marked area 
of 6 6 0 feet, one of more than 400 
pairs of such lines in Illinois. 
“ You take the blue one, I’ll 
take the red one,” Cpl. Richard 
Lookis tells his copolot, Trooper 
Don 
Rouse, 
as they 
began 
timing two motorists entering 
the speed check area below. 
“ Eighty-two 
. . . eighty-four,” 
the two veteran troopers call 
out to each other in a few 
seconds. 
Cpl. Lookis, commander of 
the Sprin gfield-based state 
police plane, radios a descrip­ 
tion of the two cars and their 
speeds 
to 
a 
tern 
of 
troopers posted along the 
route ahead. 
The speeders are flagged to 
the side of the road and told 
they have been clocked exceed­ 
ing the posted speed limit by 
the 
flying 
troopers. 
The 
motorists look up as the small 
plane circles and continues its 
patrol. 
Every 
day, 
weather 
per- 
m ittting, 
state 
policem en 
perform sim ilar speed checks 
throughout the state. In addi­ 
tion to the sprawling tollway 
complex in the Chicago-Cook 
County area, speed checks are 
made in three zones in the 
northern, central and southern 
sections of the state. 
According to Capt. Charles 
Sanders, air operations chief, a 
single-engine 
Cessna 
182 
is 
assigned to each of the zones 
headquartered 
at 
A urora, 
Springfield and Carbondale. An 
average of five hours flying 
time is logged daily by each of 
the planes in these zones, ac­ 
counting for as many as 102 
arrests in a six-hour period. 
That record was set in 19 6 7. 
Each of the air zones has 
three pilots who fly in team s of 
two. The tollway zone has four 
pilots, manning a helicopter 
and twin-engine craft in addi­ 
tion to a single-engine Cessna. 
The Aurora zone includes six 
state police d istricts; 
the 
Springfield zone, five districts; 
and the Carbondale zone, three 
districts and three subposts. 
The speed checks are based 
on a time-distance relation­ 
ship—the time it takes a vehicle 
to move between the two clear­ 
ly marked white lines set 4 
of a mile apart. The air police 
arrests 
per 
Hour 
run 
con­ 
siderably higher than radar, 
which accounts for 6 50 to 700 
per month. 
Sanders said the average 
number of air arrests per hour 
recorded for any of the planes is 
four. He added that the fastest 
speed ever clocked during a 
speed check was 136 m.p.h. run 
by a Pontiac on 1-80 in 19 6 8. 
The speed checks are precise 
and almost unbeatable in court, 
Sanders said. The direction of 
movement of the aircraft or 
vehicle, the altitude of the plane 
or the angle between it and the 
road do not reduce the ac­ 
curacy of the check as long as 


the observer can clearly see the 
lines and the vehicle. 
Since the state police began 
air checks in November 19 59 , 
8 6 ,8 16 sp eed ers have been 
detected and only six have been 
found not guilty. The courts 
recognize the accuracy of the 
tim e-distance stan d ard for 
determining speed. 
The speed checks are the 
daily diet of the air operations 
crew. However, the crews are 
available at a moment’s notice 
for assistance in bank rob­ 
beries, prison breaks, rescue 
missions, disaster control and 
em ergency 
tran sportation . 
Also, the 
planes are m ade 
available to the Department of 
Conservation, the FBI and local 
law enforcement agencies.

Some 23 million Americans su ffer 
from high blood p ressu re or hy p er­ 
tension. They su ffer to v ary ing de­ 
grees, bu t most hav e one thing in 
common: They don’t k now it. 
Since high blood p ressu re is the 
leading cau se of strok e and conges­ 
tiv e heart failu re—strok e alone k ills 
some 200,000 Americans y early —the 
problem is significant. 
The tragedy of these deaths is 
that if cu rrent k nowledge is ap p lied, 
moderate hy p ertension can be con­ 
trolled. 
Dr. Edward Freis, senior medi­ 
cal inv estigator for the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Hospital, Washington. 
D.C., has been work ing on hy p erten­ 
sion for longer than 25 y ears. 
He has fou nd that dru g treatment 
for moderate hy p ertension can re­ 
du ce the death rate by more than 5 0 
p er cent. He has also fou nd that dru g 
treatment is 67 p er cent effectiv e in 
p rev enting major comp lications— 
su ch as strok e, congestiv e heart fail­ 
u re and k idney failu re—that arises 
from cases of ev en moderately high 
blood p ressu re. 
For his work in this area Dr. 
Freis was recently honored with the 
1971 Albert Lask er Award for Clini­ 
cal Medical Research. Accepting the 
p restigiou s award, Freis stressed 
the “need to dev elop adeq u ate mass 
screening for the detection of hy p er­ 
tension as well as more effectiv e 
p rograms in pu blic edu cation.” 
He called for a “greater effort on 


the p art of national and local gov ­ 
ernments to prov ide the facilities 
and p ersonnel for the detection and 
treatment of hy p ertension in the 
general p op u lation.” 
Freis also chided the federal 
medical bu reau cracy for lack of ac­ 
tion. 
“No new antihy p ertensiv e dru gs 
hav e been ap p rov ed by the FDA in 
the p ast 10 y ears. This is in strik ing 
contrast to the situ ation in Eu rop e 
where sev eral new dru gs hav e been 
u sed and are being u sed with benefit 
by Eu rop ean p hy sicians. Pu blic 
p ressu re is needed to restore a cli­ 
mate in the FDA where new7 dru g re­ 
search in hy p ertension will be en­ 
cou raged,” he said. 


Recent pu blic health su rv ey s 
hav e indicated that only abou t 20 p er 
cent of the p atients with p ersistent 
high blood p ressu re in the United 
States are receiv ing effectiv e treat­ 
ment. 
“I call u pon the medical p rofes­ 
sion, the news media, the v olu ntary 
health agencies and the p u blic itself 
to ap p ly now the k nowledge we al­ 
ready hav e for conq u ering one of the 
great k illers of man,” the Lask er 
Award winner said. 
With more than 10 p er cent of the 
cou ntry ’s popu lation su ffering from 
high blood p ressu re, the doctor’s call 
is one that mu st be heeded. Dare we 
ev er admit that we cou ld hav e sav ed 
thou sands of liv es bu t didn’t try ? 


« 
Wha t of dra ft ev a ders ? 


One of the most difficu lt prob­ 
lems the nation will ev entu ally hav e 
to face in connection with the wind­ 
ing down of the Vietnam war is what 
to do abou t those y ou ng Americans 
who fled the cou ntry 7 in opposition to 
the war. 
Up wards of 100,000 draft ev aders 
ex ist in self-imp osed ex ile, most of 
them in Canada bu t many in Sweden 
and others scattered in a few other 
p laces. 
The p roblem may solv e itself, 
howev er, if many of them share the 
attitu de of one ex p atriate who re­ 
cently wrote to the New York Times 
from Montreal. 
“We are not waiting for amnes­ 
ty ,” say s one Roger Williams, “for 
that wou ld only dilu te ou r manifest 
opposition to the p resent gov ern­ 
ment of the United States and to its 
war. That gov ernment does not hav e 
the right to forgiv e u s, nor to grant 
amnesty —imply ing we were once 
gu ilty of a crime—becau se we were 
nev er gu ilty of any crime 
* 
“It is not for war resisters in ex ile 
to ask forgiv eness from a gov ern­ 
ment which p erp etu ates these (war) 
;crimes. At any rate, p olitical ex iles 
hav e alway s v iewed amnesty as 
mere ap p easement.” 
; 
Until “the American war crimi­ 
nals resp onsible for sev en y ears of 
imp erial war and associated bar­ 
barities” are pu nished by a war 
^crimes tribu nal, their war ended and 
•new leaders fou nd, the ex iles k now 
they will nev er be allowed to retu rn 
to the United States, say s Williams. 


It is to be hoped that he sp eak s 
only for himself. The ex p atriates 
shou ld not hav e to crawl back on 
their k nees to do p enance, bu t nei­ 
ther shou ld they ex p ect the nation to 
get down on its k nees and beg them 
to come back . 
The k ind of self-righteou sness 
disp lay ed by Williams will only 
harden pu blic opinion and mak e a 
solu tion impossible. There is some­ 
thing phony abou t it, any way . 


If these tens of thou sands of 
y ou ng men tru ly opposed the war on 
moral grou nds and were not ju st 
fearfu l of their own safety , or p er­ 
haps simp ly misled or confu sed or 
imp etu ou s, the best way they cou ld 
hav e resisted the war wou ld hav e 
been to stay home and resist it. 


It is easy , of cou rse, to ask the 
other gu y to be brav e, and it can re­ 
q u ire more cou rage to go to jail for 
two or three y ears than obediently to 
deliv er one’s body ov er to the Army 
on the p retty good chance that it will 
nev er be shov ed into combat. 
Bu t had 5 0,000 or 100,000 y ou ng 
men disobey ed the draft—not as 
conscientiou s objectors bu t as oppo­ 
nents of the Vietnam war, had they 
forced the gov ernment to p u t them 
in p rison and to bu ild new p risons to 
accommodate their nu mbers, and 
were they now being released in the 
thou sands after hav ing honorably 
stood by their beliefs, they wou ld 
constitu te a moral testimony more 
eloq u ent than were 10 times their 
nu mber festering in ex ile.

Credentia ls for reporting on Rhodes ia 


By RALPH de TOLEDANO 
A reader has sent me a clipping 
from the Klamath Falls (Oregon) 
Herald & News—a letter to the edi­ 
tor tak ing me to task for a colu mn I 
had written on Rhodesia. The writer, 
D. Bamford, su ggests that I cease to 
write abou t that cou ntry and Africa 
in general u ntil I do “a little re­ 
search on the top ic.” I wish those 
who criticize me did a little research 
themselv es. 
For the record, I hav e been to Ro- 
desia—not to mention other African 
cou ntries. I am also the au thor of a 
detailed rep ort on the political, 
social, and economic situ ation there 
which was widely circu lated in this 
cou ntry and inserted in the Congres­ 
sional Record. It was also p raised 
for its attention to fact and its ob­ 
jectiv ity . So mu ch for p resenting my 
credentials. 
My critic remark s that “Rhode­ 
sia is not an indep endent cou ntry , is 
still legally a colony of Great Brit­ 
ain. This colony declared independ­ 
ence illegally in 1964 and as su ch 
Prime Minister Ian Smith and his 
colleagu es are gu ilty of treason.” 
Now this, of cou rse, is poppy cock . 
What is now k nown as Rhodesia 
(originally , Sou thern Rhodesia) was 
nev er a colony . When the British 
took it ov er in 1923, they declared it a 
self-gov erning dominion, su ch as 


Canada. It declared its independ­ 
ence on Nov . 11, 1965 , not 1964, bu t 
maintianed its ties to the Crown u ntil 
March 2,197 0 when it declared itself 
a repu blic. 
If a u nilateral declaration of in­ 
dep endence is treason, then the 
signers of ou r Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence were traitors—and the na­ 
tion they set u p is illegal. Where does 
that pu t Thomas Jefferson, John 
Hancock , George Washington & Co. 
It also mak es ev ery one of the Latin 
American cou ntries illegal and casts 
Simon Boliv a, the Great Liberator, 
in the role of arch traitor. 
D. Bamford fu rther writes: “Af­ 
ricans hav e been ex ecu ted after be­ 
ing p ardoned by the Qu een; that act 
was simp ly mu rder.” Now what are 
the facts? The Africans were arrest­ 
ed and tried for mu rdering some of 
their own people. Under du e p roc­ 
ess, they were conv icted and sen­ 
tenced to death for those mu rders. 
For p olitical reasons, the Qu een p ar­ 
doned the mu rderers. Rhodesia’s 
highest cou rt, after v ery carefu l 
consideration, 
ru led 
that 
the 
Qu een’s p ardon was no longer legal­ 
ly op erativ e and the Africans were 
ex ecu ted. 
“Any British firm fou nd trading 
with the rebels has been p rosecu t­ 
ed,” say s D. Bamford. “Britain was 
largely resp onsible for the UN sanc- 


tions (against Rhodesia).” This, of 
cou rse, mu st be a jok e. The British 
hav e continu ed to trade with Rhode­ 
sia u nder arrangements which are 
an open secret in London. And the 
sanctions v oted by the United Na­ 
tions hav e been ignored by most 
cou ntries. Zambia, Tanzania, and 
other African states hav e main­ 
tained trading relations with Rhode­ 
sia while attack ing her before the 
General Assembly . The Sov iet Union 
has been bu y ing most of Rhodesia’s 
chrome and then selling the United 
States Ru ssia’s inferior p rodu ct at 
some three times the p rice it was 
getting before the sanctions. 
Rhodesia today is a p eacefu l and 
p rosp ering cou ntry . It sp ends more 
on edu cation for its African p op u la­ 
tion than Great Britain does for its 
own whites in the United Kingdom. 
Economic conditions are su ch that 
Africans from neighboring cou ntries 
come in ov er the border to work in 
Rhodesia, where wages are higher 
and they are treated better than by 
their own dictatorial gov ernments. 
There is some small terrorist activ i­ 
ty , bu t it has no su p p ort from the lo­ 
cal popu lation and is largely armed 
and financed by the Red Chinese. 
Comp are this to ou r own history . 
White Americans were a small mi­ 
nority when matched against Amer­ 
ica’s indigenou s popu lation, the In­ 


dians. Ou r own Constitu tion did not 
giv e them the rights gu aranteed to 
whites, and the Indians were sy ste­ 
matically pu shed back and k illed in 
a series of pu nitiv e wars. The re­ 
mainder of the Indian tribes were 
confined to m iserable reserv a­ 
tions—and to this day , their positioh 
is u nenv iable. 
The v ery simp le fact that my 
critic refu ses to face u p to is that 
Rhodesia is confronted by a situ a­ 
tion to which there are no simp le so­ 
lu tions. It is by no stretch of the im­ 
agination a police state, and allega­ 
tions to that effect wou ld be more 
p alatable if those who made them 
wou ld also mention that p olitical mi­ 
norities in Ru ssia and China slau gh­ 
tered tens of millions of people, liter­ 
ally , in order to hold on to their pow­ 
er. I hav e been to the Sov iet Union. I 
k now what a police state look s lik e, 
feels lik e, and smells lik e. I wou ld 
rather, by far, be an African in Rho­ 
desia than a Ru ssian in the U.S.S.R. 
Those who name-call and falsify 
the record do no serv ice to the Afri­ 
cans in Rhodesia. They merely con­ 
v ince the v oters of that cou ntry that 
they mu st cope with a fanatic and 
v itu p erativ e world which does not 
u nderstand their p roblems.

Time to Giv e Uncle

The continu ing blasts from 
abroad against President Nix on’s 10 
p er cent imp ort tax are as ridicu lou s 
as they are self-serv ing. Why shou ld 
free trade be a one-way street? 
Free trade is the right goal. Bu t 
ev ery cou ntry in the world relates its 
imp orts to its domestic needs. So 
shou ld we. 
By gifts abroad ou r tax p ay ers 
hav e bu ilt many of the immense 
p lants comp eting with u s today —of­ 
ten with wage scales so low that no 
American cou ld su rv iv e on the pay . 
Meanwhile, we hav e been shu t ou t of 
those mark ets abroad by their own 
p rotectiv e measu res far higher than 
ou r pu blic imagines. We’re to sit idly 
by and see this go on forev er? 
The confu sing, self-serv ing blasts 
are no su bstitu te for the realities. 
And I hav e now finished a stu dy of 
the realities which, it seems to me, is 
u tterly ap p alling. 
Of 35 million radios sold in ou r 
cou ntry last y ear only abou t sev en 
per cent were made here. This be­ 
came fiv e p er cent after General 
Electric drop p ed domestic p rodu c­ 
tion. As for black -and-white telev i­ 
sion sets, more than half are imp ort­ 
ed, as are nearly all the finest cam­ 
eras as well. 
Meat imp orts in a single month 
hit 100 million pou nds. That’s twice 
the 1965 monthly av erage. Congress 
had p assed a law that if these im­ 
p orts reached 8 90 thou sand pou nds 
annu ally —annu ally —the 
Dep art­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re cou ld ap p ly 
q u otas. What happened to the intent 
of Congress? 
The intensified foreign meat 
competition is obv iou sly indistin­ 
gu ishable from a 30 p er cent drop in 
U.S. range p rices in recent y ears. 
Meanwhile, foreign leather is 
k illing ou r tax p ay ing tanners and 
ranchers. We hav e lower leather 
tariffs than any leading nation. 
Why ? 
While we hav e allowed many 
cou ntries to shu t ou t the same 
American p rodu cts, we’v e p ermit­ 
ted them to du mp here alu minu m, 
glass, chem icals, tim ber, wire 
goods, shoes and a v eritable Niaga­ 
ra of ou tp u t that mak es a scandal of 
the su bject of free trade. 
We allowed France, Germany , 
Italy , Sp ain and Portu gal u n­ 
lim ited 
sales 
of 
their 
wines 
here withou t any q u ota. These fiv e 
major Eu rop ean p rodu cers alone 
sell 15 million of the 16 million gal­ 
lons of foreign wine we drink each 
y ear. Yet ou r tax p ay ing v iney ards 
cannot ev en try for their mark ets. 
They ou tlaw American wines by a 
q u ota sy stem. 
John O. Pastore, D., R.I., chair­ 
man of the Senate Tex tile su bcom­ 
mittee, states that ou r tex tile im­ 
ports ex ceed ou r ex p orts by nearly 
$1 billion a y ear. Yet the Jap anese 
mak e u s sou nd lik e stink ers in ou r 
search for a better balance. Mean­ 
while, they , in tu rn, slap a lethal tar­ 
iff against American au tomobiles 
and other p rodu cts on which Ameri­ 
can jobs depend. 
Foreign machine-tools imp orts 
hav e nearly dou bled to an all-time 
high, inclu ding many allowed in 
here from Iron Cu rtain cou ntries. 
Czech-bu ilt tools are now adv ertised 
here “deliv ered, installed and test- 


ru n by ex p erts” within 30 day s. Yet 
one reason President Nix on u rged 
reinstating the inv estment tax -cred- 
it was to bolster ou r own terribly de­ 
p ressed machine-tool indu stry . 
Foreign steel cap tu res more than 
12 p er cent of ou r mark et. Bu t lik e 
au tomobiles, we can’t sell enou gh 
steel abroad to sneeze at. If we had 
the same steel imp ort-ex p ort bal­ 
ance of only a few y ears ago there 
wou ld be no dreadfu l wav e of mill 
shu tdowns. It’s a q u estion of who 
mak es the steel—American or for­ 
eign su p p liers. 
Ou r balance-of-p ay ments crisis is 
merely a soft name for ou r gold cri­ 
sis that forced President Nix on to 
shu t the gold door. Cou pled only with 
tex tiles, I find this steel-imp orts 
drain on ou r balance of p ay ments 
will ap p roach $2 billion this y ear. 
We tax p ay ing p easants and ou r 
u nemploy ed are the p atsies for a 
prev iou s imp ort policy that had long 
since lost its my stic shimmer and 
became so abu sed by foreign sellers 
that it was ju st plain stu p id. 
We can only hope that the self- 
serv ing blasts from abroad do not 
p ress President Nix on ou t of ou r 
strong bargaining position he creat­ 
ed by ap p ly ing this imp ort tax . Let 
them first stop mak ing their trade 
with u s a one-way street and in all 
good conscience giv e Uncle Sam at 
least an ev en break .

No welfare cut planned 


SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (A P) - 
Unless the Supreme Court rules 
it may do otherwise, the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid has 
announced it does not plan to 
cut Cook County general assist­ 
ance funds for the month of De­ 
cember.

New coach switches allegiance

There isn’t a more bitter foot­ 
ball rivalry around than Ash- 
ton-Franklin Center, unless of 
course it’s Army -Navy , or Chi­ 
cago-Green Bay .

“ He’s a firm believer of the 


‘pick and roll’ offense, and that 
may be what I’ll be using.” 
But Kessel has a rough job 
ahead of him. In past three 
y ears of football and basket­ 
ball, Franklin Center has rolled 
to a somewhat unspectacular 6- 
35 record, including a

record during last y ear’s cage 
wars. 
Kessel, who still lives with his 
parents 
just 
outside 
the 
Franklin Center school district, 
is no stranger to either the 
school or the tradition. While in 
school, if he was in need of 
something

most of his friends were from 
Franklin Grove. 
“ My biggest problem right 
now is building a winning at­ 
titude, or rather, a positive at­ 
titude,” he say s. “ The boy s on 
the team this winter all have a 
good attitude, but with winning 
comes a winning tradition.

This 
y ear, the team has a good atti­ 
tude, but we develope a positive 
attitude. 
“ Basketball play ers must al­ 
way s be striving to be better 
than his opponent or his team­ 
mate. It bothers me that the 
boy s here accept losing. If we 
lose, we should live with it, but 
accepting it? No.” 
Kessel has to jump allegi­ 
ances from Ashton to Franklin 
Center.

Is 
th e re an y m edication th at 
wou ld h elp my impoten cy ? 
D ear Reader— Th ere is n o 
dou bt abou t th e fact th at female 
h ormon es will n eu tralize th e ef­ 
fects of m ale h ormon es an d will 
h elp in some cases of en larged 
prosta te . To be effectiv e, 
th ou gh , th e am ou n t requ ired 
will in deed cau se impoten cy , 
an d lack of sex u al desire. Tak­ 
in g m ale h ormon es wou ld sim ­ 
ply defeat th e pu rpose of th e fe­ 
m ale h ormon es. 
If all y ou h av e is simply en - 
iargm en t of th e prostate glan d 
an d n ot some oth er com plica­ 


tion , th en y ou v ery likely cou ld 
h av e th e problem corrected by 
su rgery . Th at wou ld m ean y ou 
wou ldn ’t h av e to take th e fe­ 
m ale h ormon e an y more. Th e 
en larged prostate is simply 
bored ou t to m ake a larger pas­ 
sage way so n orm al u rin ation 
can occu r. 
A h igh percen tage of men 
wh o h av e h ad th ese operation s 
can retu rn to h av in g n orm al 
sex u al relation s after th ey h av e 
recov ered. 
Sin ce y ou are distu rbed abou t 
y ou r im poten cy , wh y don ’t y ou 
discu ss th e possibility of su r­ 
gery with y ou r doctor? 
D ear Dr. Lam b— I wou ld like 
y ou r opin ion on dogs liv in g with 
in fan ts (h ou sedogs). 
Is it h arm fu l for a Yorksh ire- 
T errier, th at h as a con tin u al 
lick, u n less sh e is pu sh ed aside, 
to be with a crawlin g, h elpless 
baby ? 
D ear Reader— Probably n ot 
n early so dan gerou s as ex po­ 
su re to oth er ch ildren . Th e 
tru th is th at an im als often do 
n ot h av e th e sam e diseases as 


h u m an s an d h u m an s can n ot 
catch m ost of th e diseases an i­ 
m als h av e. Th is is wh y it is so 
difficu lt to stu dy some h u m an 
diseases in an im als. D istem ­ 
per, for ex am ple, in dogs h as n o 
c ou n te rpa rt in h u m an s. Of 
cou rse, th ere are a few ex cep­ 
tion s, su ch as rabies from u n ­ 
v accin ated sick an im als an d 
cat scratch fev er. 
Depen din g u pon th e pet’s 
h abits th e ch ild m ay be ex posed 
to som e dirt an d u n san itary ele­ 
m en ts th at are m ore offen siv e 
to th e sen sibilities 
th an 
to 
h ealth . Bu t from an oth er ch ild 
th e baby can get common colds, 
an d en dless v ariety of con ta­ 
giou s diseases an d, n ot in fre­ 
qu en tly , pin worms. A ch ild 
wh o n ev er h as th e pin worms is 
often a ch ild with ou t frien ds. 
Hu man s don ’t get worms from 
dogs or cats. 
A pet of th e righ t kin d can be 
a great sou rce of joy for babies 
an d ch ildren . Th e dan ger is u s­ 
u ally to th e pet, n ot th e ch il­ 
dren .
